ASKED OF ATTACKS 
FROM HIS PULPIT 


A telegram w’as sent this morning 
b y the President and Secretary of

PITY THE WEATHER MAN. 


If the facts were ascertainable, it would 
probably be found that the wea ther fore­ 
cast is the first interest of the a vera g e 
newspa per reader. 
Such a deduction is 
logical if for no other reason than that 


wea ther is the world’s most popular sub­ 
ject of conversation. 


But while the wea ther forecasts appeal 
to the public fancy, not all 
kinds of 
wea ther are popular and no wea ther man 
is immune from public ridicule and scoff­ 
ing. 
D a m e Wea ther is a fickle spouse, 
but to ma ke life darker for her sorely op­ 
pressed ma te— the 
wea ther 
ma n— the 
public bla mes the latter for all the mari­ 
tal differences. 


The wea ther forecaster is a much ma- 
linged and abused public servant and 
because of no fa ult of his own. 
Foreca st­ 
ing the wea ther is a science, but not an in­ 
fallible science. 
The official wea ther reports are more of­ 
ten right than wrong, but the uncertainty 
of atmospheric conditions sometimes re­ 
verse the decision of the wea ther man 
and the public la ug hs loudly and scorn­ 
fully. 
It is one of ma n’s idiosyncrasies 
that he swea rs by the almanac if it hits 
the mark once out of 36 5 g uesses but if 
the wea ther man forecasts snow and it 
rains the poor villain is all but ostracised 
by society. 
Wea ther forecasts are prepared from 
general observations on air currents, and 
atmospheric conditions. 
Ex perience has 
ta ug ht the wea ther man tha t under cer­ 
tain conditions certain wea ther may be 
ex pected. 
Sometimes, 
however, 
nature 
pla ys a prank on him by sending in a few 
counter air currents or switches a storm 
down another valley. 
The result is that 
a predicted fair da y is stormy or a pre­ 
dicted storm fails to keep its appointment. 
The public knows the wea ther man is 
rea sna bly reliable so it ma kes him the 
g oa t when he runs amiss and keeps right 
on rea ding the wea ther forecast.

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THE CRAZE FOR COLLEGE 


There have been many amazing de­ 
velopments in the United States in the 
piast decade and a half, but none more 
amazing than the growth that has taken 
place in the colleges during this period. 
The figures are almost beyond belief. 
Taking as its custom has been for the 
past fifteen years, eighty-six of the repre­ 
sentative universities and colleges of the 
country, the Boston Transcript presents 
a survey of higher education in Am erica 
at the present time. The institutions upon 
which this survey are only a fraction of 
all the universities and colleges, but the 
li.st embraces all types of schools and the 
results are bdieved to m irror conditions 
as a whole. 
In these eighty-six institu­ 
tions the number of regular students now 
in attendance totals 265,564, a gain of 
nearly twelve thousand over the attend­ 
ance at the same period last year. 
No 
wonder the Transcript is moved to ex­ 
claim, ‘‘Everybody wants to go to col­ 
lege.’' 
It looks as if most everybody is 
going. 
A good many of the universities 
and colleges have been trying to retard 
the growth in numbers by raising the en­ 
trance requirements but their efforts have 
not l)cen very successful to date. 
A striking fact pointed out by the Tran­ 
script is that higher education in the U nit­ 
ed States is being more and more central­ 
ized in state and urban universities. There 
are in this country 78 0 colleges, universi­ 
ties and professional schools. 
The twen­ 
ty —five 
largest 
universities— less 
than 
four per cent of the 
78 0 
college institu­ 
tions— now give instruction to about forty 
])er cent of all the collegiate, graduate 
and professional students of Am erica. 
M uch the largest of the liberal arts 
colleges is the University of California, 
w ith 17,101 regular students. 
Columbia 
is next with 12,643, the University of Illi­ 
nois third with 11,8 10, and the University 
of Minnesota fourth with 10,79 6. 
In the past 
ten 
years 
the 
summer 
schools have grown even more astonish­ 
ingly than the regular enrollment. 
It is 
estimated that fully 300,000 young men 
and young women now go to the summer 
schools every year, a good part of them 
teachers. 
W h y are the larger universities out­ 
stripping the smaller institutions to such 
a degree? 
Because their resources are 
so much greater, enabling them to com­ 
mand the best there is to be had in the 
w ay of facilities, teaching talent, and so 
on. 
Several of the great universities are 
now financed to meet their responsibili­ 
ties for a long time to come, and others, 
like Yale, are pressing diligently to attain 
the same end. 
In the past year the Tran­ 
script estimates that educational benefac­ 
tions for the country amo^'^ed to over 
eighty million dollars. 
The institutions 
Avhich share in these benefactions enjoy 
a great advantage over those which are 
less fortunate. 
It costs an immense amount of money 
to maintain some of the universities. The 
U niversity of California spends over $5,- 
(»00,000 a year for salaries and wages. 
The University of Michigan, with a stu­ 
dent body only a little over half as large, 
spends four and a half million for salaries 
and wages. 
No other country has ever had an edu­ 
cational machine compara!)le to ours. 
In 
proportion to population four times as 
m any young men and ycning women re­ 
ceive a higher education in the United 
i^tates as in either France or the British 
Isles.

LAWYERS FIGHT LAW REFORM 
I'rr.m the Si. Jc-^xh 


As was anticipated, the most formid­ 
able opposition to code revision and re­ 
form of court procedure comes from law’- 
yers 
themselves. 
Certain 
lawyer-mem- 
bers of the legislature have declared w ar 
on the program of the ?^îi>souri Asi^^ocia- 
tion for Crim inal Justice, %vhich at great 
expense and labor has conducted a survey 
of crime conditions in Missouri, and has 
prepared a series of bills calculated to 
check the crime wave by restoring to 
crim inal law some of its lost vitality. 
The reform contemplated is an admit­ 
ted necessity, has the support of the pub­ 
lic, and presumably of most members of 
the legislature. 
Opposition 
w ill 
come 
from the lawyers who profit from the de­ 
fense of criminals who are favored by the 
present 
system. 
These 
lawyers, 
who 
thrive by defending the guilty, do not 
want a change because 
business would be hurt, 
ling that society should 
that the criminal and the 
may thrive. 


This has been the experience of other 
states. 
It was the experience of New 
York and Illinois, which undertook to re­ 
form their criminal codes to make more 
certain the operation of justice. 
"When 
Missouri lawyers-legislators fight the pro- 
gram, they are running true to form. 
Leading lawyers, men of standing and 
character w ill support the program in its 
entirety or in substance. 
To a great ex­ 
tent the state w ill have to depend upon 
them to offset the hostility that w ill be 
worked up by law yers who are financially 
interested in a complicated and unwork­ 
able criminal code.

SOIL LOSSES ENORMOUS 


From the National Livestock R eporter. 


Soil washing, or erosion, costs the fa r­ 
mers of the United States millions of dol­ 
lars annually. 
Losses from this cause oc­ 
cur in every state in the union and in al­ 
most every country of every state. 
A p ­ 
proximately three-fourths of them are of 
IVIissouri is subject to more or less serious 
erosion, says R . E. Uhland of the M is­ 
souri College of Agriculture. 
M any soils 
have been practically ruined by gullies 
and sheet 
erosion. 
F ro m . experiments 
conducted by state college of agriculture 
.it has been estimated that it requires but 
56 years to erode the top seven inches 
of soil land in continuous corn, as com­ 
pared to 437 years for land on which 
crop rotation is practiced. 
These figures are for land on a gentle 
slope having less than four feet fall per 
100 feet. 
It is due largely to this rapid 
removal of soil by erosion, that the soils 
of this state have gradually become less 
fertile since they have been under cultiva­ 
tion. 
It is safe to say that the fertility of 
western soils has been lowered at least 
one-third by soil washing. 
This has caus­ 
ed a decrease in acre yields which in turn 
has raised the production cost of all farm 
crops. 
This loss from erosion 
on 
cultivated 
fields is so great that it is calling for a 
decided change in our soil management. 
It should be the aim of every farm er to 
produce his farm crops at a profit. 
In 
order to do this, however, he must main­ 
tain the soil fertility so that his acre yields 
w ill not fall. 
These losses from erosion 
may be m aterially lessened by erecting 
and maintaining terraces and soil saving 
dams on the gently rolling lands and by 
seeding to grass the more rolling hill­ 
sides.
